Benet, Laura Dodd, Mead 
FAMOUS AMERICAN HUMORISTS $3.00 


Miss Benet has attempted to cover too wide a range of American humorists 
and the result is a choppy series of biographical sketches, which might better have 
been used as introductions to extracts from the writers' works in an anthology. To 
an adult, the names hold magic:- Ogden Nash, Cornelia Otis Skinner, James Thurber, 
Edward Streeter, Finley Peter Dunne, George Ade, Eugene Field, Mark Twain, Frank 
Stockton- and others, famous stylists as well as philosophers and humorists. But 
for even the teen age reader, familiarity with their works is more important than 
with the facts of their lives. This seems to put the cart before the horse, the 
brief illustrative excerpts proving woefully inadequate to the needs. Its main 
value, as it stands, is for supplementary classroom consultation, where it serves 
its purpose more vividly than a biographical dictionary would do.

Breetveld, Jim GETTING TO KNOW MALAYA (LC: 59-5074) 


There is nothing flippant in this economical account of The Federation of 
Malaya. <A polycultural civilization, Malay shows strong religious influences of 
Moslemism, Buddhism, and Confucianism, as well as Christianity and Hinduism. Its 
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citizens stem from a variety of national groups, prominent among these, Chinese, Tamil, 

and Indian. A monarchy in which the King is elected, Malay exists as an independent 

member of the British Commonwealth, sa monument in the troubled Far East to the fact 4 
that men can, despite differences,live as a homogeneous and productive unit. These

Its 
diversified scenic beauty, its remarkable climate, and the warmth of its people are 
described with conviction, interspersed with interesting information on the history and 
customs of the country. And as a final incentive, the author includes an assortment of 
Mexican menus which gives this geography a tantalizingly different .lavor. 


Holbrook, Sabra GETTING TO KNOW THE VIRGIN ISLANDS, U.S.A. (LC: 59-5075) 


The Virgin Islands, famous for the resort opportunities they offer, are given 
an appropriately gay treatment in this travelogue text. Stressing the fact that Virgin 
Islanders are United States citizens, Sabra Holbrook presents a picture which is at 
once exotic, familiar, and informative. Two color line drawings. 


Tor, Regina GETTING TO KNOW GREECE (LC: 59-5103) 


Greece, its blindingly white buildings, its sun, its seas are very much 
captured in this short and informal text by Regina Tor. A country of contrasts, both 
its most primitive and sophisticated aspects are drawn here in a language which sug- 
gests that the author both knows and appreciates her subject. A touch of history, 
economics and politics are painlessly interjected here in this readable treatment 
illustrated by Don Lambo. 





Caldwell, John C. & Elsie John Day

Korea, its history and its role in contemporary affairs, is the subject of 
this concise geo-historical text.

Despite the fact that the authors gloss over more complex 
motives regarding American interest in Korea, they do give an adequate coverage of 
Korea's history, its economic and political problems, and a somewhat summary view of 
the forms of contemporary Korean life.

This is a far more externalized, and in a popular sense, exciting story 
than C.P. Snow's reflective The Search (P. 825) which also appears this month. Its. 
closest comparison is with Mitchell Wilson's Live With Lightning which appeared some 
years ago, and again science, no longer an abstraction, comes down to the level where 
pride, politics and profit engage in an ugly conflict. So it proves to be when Dave, 
a@ young scientist at.a small American university, is challenged by Victor Ullman, the 
professor in whose laboratory he developed the substance biocin, a commercially and 
medically valuable discovery. Having assigned the royalties from biocin to the 
University, through which they had established a Foundation and secured prestige 
names, Dave- following his marriage to Eva- had later accepted a minimal revenue from 
the drug, now contested by Ullman. The narrative returns to the past, to the time 
when Dave, a naive student, at first invested Ullman with a moral and intellectual” 
authority: he was detoured by the older man into other, meaningless research until 
he worked on his own, and alone, on the project which startled the world of science 
and outraged Ullman. As the weeks now pass, under considerable tension, the faculty- 
fence-sitting- evades any show of confidence or support while protecting their 
interests; Dave, willing to make any financial adjustments, cannot concede to Ullman 
credit for these latterday claims; a first court hearing ends with a disastrous 
revelation, as well as Dave's damaging silence- out of respect for Ullman. But as 
Dave is reluctantly forced to fight back, the victory is his- not without its sense 
of sullying shame and the lesson learned that men are not always to be judged by 
their attainments.... Tapped by the Book-of-the-Month for February, this should assure 
the chances of a solid story which probes the touchy, equivocal relationships between 
professor and student, industry and research, pure science and pure profits. And the

Rayner, D. A. Holt 
VALOR $3.00 


A military action, place and time unidentified, is the setting for a defi- 
nition of that courage and valor which holds loyalty to individuals higher than the 
dictates of discipline and which, in engendering unity, creates a victory out of an 
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expected defeat. A position, forward and cut off from supplies, is ordered to be held, 
and officers of the three battalions have separate approaches to the command issued by 
the head of the brigade,- with Morse, up from the ranks trying to save the sacrifice unit 
and the rest ready for the compromise that will deliver it to death - or the enemy. 

Young Campion, in one of the few supporting tanks, through Morse and Fowler, gets his 
chance to disregard orders and go to the help of the obvious target, sticks with regula- 
tions - and lives to know that the little victory in delaying the enemy is a big defeat. 
An alternate ending tells what might have happened had the officers supported their 
juniors, and high morale sparked that courage which would have routed selfishness, "the 
ultimate enemy of valor". Here, where "fear is a thought and cowardice an act", are men 
questioning the possibility of*winning a battle and losing a war, of showing their moral 
nakedness, of a battle with no touch of nobility...and posing a problem that derives from 
humans breaking out of planned courses.

Tevis, Walter Harper 
THE HUSTLER $3.50 


This is a compact, tidy novel. Its setting is the worldof big time professional 
pool players, - hustlers, and its hero is Fast Eddie Felson, 25, a good looking, quietly 
dressed, pleasant young man with bright eyes, whose appearance is part of the successful 
“hustle” because it's not wholly false. Eddie and his mentor, Charlie, had left Oakland 
for Chicago and their trip had been lucrative although relatively small time. Eddie felt 
that he was ready for Chicago and Minnesota Fats - the best pool player in the country 
whose arena was Chicago's Bennington's where the business was pool and nothing else. 
Eddie played Minnesota Fats at a thousand a game for forty straight hours and he lost. 
Broke, he becomes involved with Sarah, a student and a drinker, whom he recognizes as a 
born loser, and with the calculating Bert, a professional gambler who takes Eddie in hand 
and teaches him that there is more to the game (of life?) than talent. By the time of 
his return match with Fats, Eddie has achieved a superiority over his opponent: he knows 
that who wins and who loses is important and that in the clutch, character and not skill 
is what counts. But in a showdown with Bert, Eddie learns something else: that you can't 
win them all. Through a language of casual statement which does not disguise the serious- 
ness of its intent, this exploration of moral experience is a pithy and competent per- 
formance.

Herlihy, James Leo Dutton 
THE SLEEP OF BABY FILBERTSON $3.50 


This is a collection of six short stories some of which have appeared in The 
Paris Review and other publications, all of which belong within a catalogue of indulged 
symbolism, freely floating anxieties, finely felt apprehensions. The title story is a 
description of a "giant foetus", 19 year old Rudy, whose phenobarbital-induced dreams are 
wild, terrible things, filled with technicolor violence, and whose existence is a horri- 
fying, abominable reduction of personality. Summer for the Dead involves a character's 
inability to cope with others and whose forced involvement destroys his strange brand of 
invulnerability. Pretty on the Bus, Miguel, Weeping in the Chinese Window are all con- 
cerned with the destruction of delicate creatures who reluctantly respond to others, whose 
hesitant attempts at communication are thwarted, twisted, and whose last states are, in- 
variably, worse than their first. Only laughter in the Graveyard, ironically, permits any 
hint of light, albeit at high cost. The collection is steeped in desolate alienation, 
invested with a vagrant pathos. The result: grim. (LC:58-5059)

THE DEADLY LADY OF MADAGASCAR $3.75 


The "strange" - florid - tale of Richard Douglas, employed by the East India Com- 
pany, who turns spy when, in reporting to Sir Luke Metcalf in New York, is ordered to become 
part ana parcel of the buccaneer nest commanded by Red Carter in Madagascar. His voyage 
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to the East is complicated by the presence of Sir Luke, incognito, of Carter's 
daughter, the pirate princess Bonnie, whose authority he cannot brook and whose 
attractions he cannot withstand; of attacks and permanent commitment to the outlaw 
crew. Proving his worthiness, he is picked as the father of Bonnie's child and, his 
allegiance given, is a more than interested observer of the conflict between Carter 
and the Company, in which Carter's defeat parallels Douglas’ - for Bonnie vanishes 
as a lady pirate but leaves a trail for Douglas (after his conscience is at rest) 

to follow and find in her a respectable wife and mother..... Strenuous and bustling, 
this is only for the inert...

MRS. BRIDGE $3.75 


Mrs. Bridge, who appeared in one of the short stories in Evan Connell's 
first book- The Anatomy Lesson-, returns, and in many (perhaps only a page or less 
each), unaccented episodes her unremarkable life is recorded. A gentle, self- 
effacing woman, a little limited and unworldly, she is seen in her most familiar 
attitudes, leading a placid, pleasant life as the wife of a wealthy lawyer, Walter, 
and the mother of three. She runs her household, attends Auxiliary luncheons, fills 
in the empty hours with Spanish- or painting, takes a trip to Europe with Walter, 
and is increasingly alone as the children grow up and away from her. Not too deeply 
thoughtful, she still has troubled moments as she senses the inutility and isolation 
of her life - complete at Walter's death.... Artlessly revealing, a saddening re- 
cognition is the touchstone here which brings with it, ultimately, a quickening

Within the Civil War years is resolved a family's tortuous progress for 
the Randalls,- Gideon, the children, Pierce, Warren and Cissy, and their colored 
woman, Phoebe,- weave the threads of Carolyn Randall's story, while her father, 
Richard Bruton in Tidewater, Virginia, and the outcast George Trask, supplement the 
forwarding of the denouement. Hired to marry Carolyn, Gideon takes her to Chambers- 
burg, Pennsylvania, there to be exiled from the scandal of which he was youthfully 
ignorant, and there to raise a family in which Pierce wag the favorite while Warren 
and Cissy nibbled at the corners of their rejection. With the war, in which Pierce 
was to be seduced, by his mother's tales of her home, for the Confederacy, while 
Warren's and Cissy's hearts were given to the Union, the family's secret terror grows. 
Phoebe's disclosures about Carolyn and her brother Jeffrey are linked to those found

There's a slight echo of Maugham in his days of story telling against the 
tropical background of southeast Asia in these tales set against the lush island back- 
ground of the Caribbean. Roark makes his stories grow out of the settings; whether he 
writes of jungle or sugar cane plantation, or the waters that can be incredibly beauti- 
ful or incredibly treacherous, or the menace of nature in the threatening volcano, his 
characters and his situations develop from the violence, the excesses, the passions of 
his tropics. But in those characters and in those plots, one sees nothing of the mastery 
that Maugham exercised. There is overplay of emotion, considerable tendency towards melo- 
drama, and a repetitive use of such elements as jealousy and retribution. Too many men 
see their fate in the woman against the ship's rail. And yet the stories make good escape 
reading. Five are straight fiction; one plays with various interpretations of a mystery 
at sea; and the introductory chapter etches superficially the tangled historical pattern & 
of the history of the Caribbean.

Slaughter, Frank G. Doubleday 
THE THORN OF ARIMATHEA $3.95 


Frank Slaughter's popularity in the field of novels with a Biblical back- 
ground begins to rival his in the field of fictionized medicine. Again he has 
combined the two, since the hero of this new work is a Roman centurion who is also 
aman of medicine, Quintus Volusianus. Biblical scholars will recognize a rather 
curious blend of material here:- parts of the story, set in Judea, stem from the 
uncanonical writings known as the Acta Pilati, in which Pilate is supposed to have 
reported on the Crucifixion; other parts, set in Britain in the time of the Druids, 
are linked to the legends of the flowering thorn on the grave of Joseph of Arimathea 
on the isle of Avalon. Against this dual background is built a story of the young 
Roman, of Joseph and of his ward, Veronica, the woman who wiped the sweat and blood 
from Jesus' face when he fell under the Cross on the road to Calvary. Legend and 
history and a feel of the perils of the times, enlivened by a very real spiritual 
sense, and paced - as always with Frank Slaughter - in the rhythm of the natural 
teller of tales- this makes good reading and worth while.

Robert 
comes to the attention of two of the king's brothers--Clarence, the brave and trust- 
worthy, York, the rascal and traitor. The first duke helps Robert by giving him an 
important command, the second can ruin him since he learns of the young man's re- 
ligious views. Robert acquits himself bravely at Agincourt and wins the trust and 
friendship of the king and the love of Constance who takes her marriage vows lightly. 
A somber book about times that were grim in spite of the panoply of the last days of 
chivalry, this is true to its period, convincing in characterization and background 
and far superior to the usual historical swashbuckler--virtues that will probably 
prevent its acceptance on the scale necessary for good sales.

Written by 
a Nigerian African trained in missionary schools, this novel tells quietly the story 
of a brave man, Okonkwo, whose life has absolute validity in terms of his culture, 
and whe exercises his prerogative asa warrior, father, and husband with unflinching 
single mindedness. But into the complex Nigerian village filters the teachings of 
strangers, teachings so alien to the tribe, that resistance is impossible. One must 
distinguish a force to be able to oppose it, and to most, the talk of Christian 
salvation is no more than the babbling of incoherent children. Still, with his guns 
and persistence, the white man, amoeba-like, gradually absorbs the native culture 
and in despair, Okonkwo, unable to withstand the corrosion of what he, alone, under- 
stands to be the life force of his people, hangs himself. In the formlessness of the 
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dying culture, it is the missionary who takes note of the event, reminding himself to 

give Okonkwo's gesture a line or two in his work, The Pacification of the Primitive 

Tribes of the Lower Niger. This book sings with the terrible silence of dead civiliza- s 
tions in which once there was valor.

A modern fable of the dispossessed softens the harsher reality of men and 
women without a country and catches much of its warmth from Resi, a young girl, her Aunt 
Natasha, and their friend Boris, during this time that they are on the road. If it isa 
little indistinct, it is because the country here is nameless, and the figures to some 
extent take on the anonymity of their statelessness and homelessness. Their past as 
well as their future is sketchy- and tomorrow is a "threatening word". While Aunt 
Natasha is now an untidy old woman, sometimes given to drinking too much, she is to Resi 
always loving and much loved, and it is Resi who prods her about the past- the brighter, 
gayer worlds she had known before leaving Czarist Russia for Paris. Now their life to- 
gether of rationing, queuing, waiting, becomes one of wandering too as their apartment is 
razed- and they move on to another country where Aunt Natasha falls ill, and is taken to 
a hospital. Resi is picked up by a kindly Englishwoman who also puts her up in her hotel 
room; tries to secure the penicillin which will save Natasha; and is ready- with her son- 
to offer her a more secure life when Natasha dies. But it is Resi who decides that she 
must go back, to the country which she can't remember where her parents- also displaced- 
had hoped that she would find a home.... Monica Stirling, always a gentle, graceful writer, 
has invested her small story with charm, compassion and hope.

The disorderly lives of some displaced people- this shifts the scene from the 
Greenwich Village of her much earlier books (Drink to the Hunted, Dull the Sharp Edge) 
to Paris- where the purposelessness still obtains. If her characters have not matured, 
Miss Marsh' talent has- and it has sharpened with a knowledgeable (guessably autobiogra- 
phical) familiarity with the international riffraff who find themselves here. Unarmed, 
except with perhaps the innocence of the American abroad, is half German, half American 
Carmian Wills, who now falls in love with Dmitry Mikhailovitch Koubyankov. Dima, who has 
tried everything and never worked at anything, is a proletarian, a snob, an artist by 
temperament, a drifter- as are his equally mad Russian friends, his mother- Lala- whose 
life is no less cluttered or improvident. Dima announces his intention to divorce his 
wife, but the money for the divorce, along with the rent and the electricity, is spent on 
food and drink and dice. There are searing scenes among all of them- and Carmian is more 
and more unhappy and unstrung, particularly after a pregnancy ends in a stillborn child. 
Lala darts in and out- with her cunning, irritating ways. And there is the constant cold 
and chilblains, the debts, the promises, the manic moods and raucous emotionalism, before 
the inevitable recognition- Carmian's- that there can be no future ahead, only the loss 
and loneliness.... If this splintered sphere of aimless internationals is remote- certainly 
to the general reader- their vagrancy has a definite vitality and it is saddening and 
believable.

When, in 1658, it becomes evident 
to the young Countess that her husband is a satyr, in spite of the love she feels, 
she turns against him and buries herself inHuguenot devotion and acts of charity. 
Of her two sons, her favorite dies, and Guy, who physically resembles his father, 
grows into a ruthless, jealous man who so hates his bastard brother that he makes 
repeated attempts on his life. This jealousy is stimulated by the marked preference 
the Count manifests for Martin, a love which comprehends all love and in its ardor 
suggests homosexuality. Martin, who adores his father with the devotion of a slave, 
wishes only to serve his master, but the Count, disciplining himself and the boy, 
shares with him his duties, his prestige, and his mistresses, and ultimately kills 
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Guy when he attempts to murder his half brother. So superior a person is Martin that 

even the bereaved-Countess accepts him as a son. She and the Count are reconciled, and 
Martin is granted a title. The last years of the Count are happy. He is fervently de- a 
voted to his wife by whom he has several more children, and delighted when Martin makes 

a love troth with one of his favorite mistress-wards. His death at fifty-five in the 
Battle of the Black Forest is fittingly heroic and he is mourned by Martin who knows 

that he and his father have been, in the fullest sense, men and comrades. Although there 
is much here to tax credulity, the objectivity with which the author treats the central 
relationship, the conviction with which she draws her characters, the facility with which 
she interpolates the Catholic-Huguenot crisis, and her unbiased appreciation of contemporary 
values and their inevitable effect on her heroes, make this lusty historical a potential

The author of A Republican Looks at his Party, which was regarded as the 
apologia for Modern Republicanism in 1956, (when he was Under Secretary of Labor) 
offers here a re-examination of our basic political and economic beliefs and a re- 
definition, in positive terms, of our system of government. Arthur Larson believes 
that our inadequacy in the competition for the "uncommitted nations” has been one 
of statement: "we have failed to state plainly, positively and excitingly what we 
are for"- and as a result the U.S. system of government, seen from the Near and Far 
East, is viewed only in antithesis to Communism and is clothed in the shroud Marx 
laid on nineteenth century Capitalism. He defines the U.S. system as Enterprise 
Democracy which is not socialism, not classical capitalism, but is based on the 
Lincoln concept that government should do for the people what needs to be done and 
what the people cannot do for themselves and which embodies "a preference for the 
private as against the government way of doing things". He insists that labor, 
business and government are not inherently opposed but rather support each other and 
he repudiates the "right-wing", "left wing" labels as inconsistent and therefore mean- 
ingless. He would substitute the terms "narrow" or "broad" for political positions 
and he demonstrates their application through an examination of reciprocal trade, 
labor relations, government regulations, farm issues, veterans’ rights. His conclu- 
sion: that the U.S. has more in common with the new nations and "uncommitted" sections 
than it makes good use of; that because the needs, hopes and aspirations of peoples 
all over the world are the same, the key to understanding is identification. This 
will be read by the student of politics and will, because of the author's former con- 
nection with the Eisenhower administration, receive critical attention.

The intimate diaries of the author, begun in the early twenties and spanning 
three decades, define introspection as a way of life. In the first of the diaries, the 
author, then a young unhappily married woman, seeks fulfillment in a triangle relation- 
ship of which her consumptive husband is fully aware. Her analyses of her feelings and 
of the dynamics which exist between two men and a woman in such a situation are pene- 
trating. The affair, set against the poignant English countryside, generates moments of 
unique spiritual reward, but as the landscape of its origin, it is full of brooding, an 
ephemeral drama of fleeting light and suddern storm. With the final dissolution of the 
affair and the marriage, the author seeks a more valid love, a love of the spirit. Re- 
peatedly frustrated in her attempts to find meaning in organized religion, she ultimately 
finds her own spiritual realm in a highly personalized, introspective “affair with God”. 
There are many insights in this book, but the unrelieved sincerity of the writing recom- 
mends the author more than it does her book. There is an area in which books of this 
intimate intensity find their market, chiefly among women whose emotional problems need 
a sense of identification. But this is neither remote enough for biographical and his- 
torical interest, nor immediate enough to seem in the stream of contemporary reflection.

persecution. This is a biography of the man in relation to his work, rather than a 
critical appraisal of the work itself.

They are 
treated individually until the time they meet and then their story is joined, as were 
their lives, through Johnson's, and later, Boswell's, death. Here, for all his faults, 
& Johnson is a "sensitive, compassionate, benevolent, superfine human being” while 
Boswell, unreliable because of his drinking, is revealed as malicious, a flagrant 
womanizer, fatuous, and only worthy of recognition because of his delight in the 
pageant of human existence and the fact that he was good company...

Another volume in the excellent Mainstream of America series, this deals with 
what is again a live issue in the American scene, the ten years associated in the minds 
of the South, both black and white, with Reconstruction. Hodding Carter does not 
pretend to have written an original analysis; he has succeeded admirably in assessing 
and balancing the varied viewpoints of the historians who have dealt exhaustively with 
the period. And he presents his facts in a way to make only too evident the reasons for 
the survival today of the bitterness engendered then. He starts with Lincoln's speech 
expanding his inaugural address statements of the goal of reconstruction - and from 
there goes on to a thoughtful study of the elements of resentment, North and South, and 
the seeds of discord that his death nurtured. The enactment of the Black Codes in the 
South, the unbalanced expansion of the role of the Freedman's Bureau, the encroachment 
of the civil rights of Southern whites, the growth of violence - and the men who became 
the symbols:- Thad Stevens, Ben Butler, Charles Sumner. Then the process of ratification 
of the 14th amendment, now once more a red flag - and the conflict internal, external, 
at high level and low. Military occupancy, radical control, the burgeoning of the carpet- 
baggers and the scalawags, the disillusionment of the liberals, the failure of the exper- 
iment in education- and the reasons behind each element of the total picture - all merge 
into a grim picture which provides the foundations of today's concepts. There were men- 
and women- who contributed to the rebirth of the South- but they are forgotten when 


balanced against those who harmed her. Jim Crowism was born and nurtured. A distinct . a 
cultural pattern was fixed upon the South. The achievements of Reconstruction- and they 

were many- were balanced out by the failures. This is a useful book for the students of 

the issues confronting us today.

A personal narrative avoids intimacy, and follows the pattern of this writer's 
life which matched the convention of the picaresque of his novels. At 22, the "glittering 
path of instability" led him to the Balkans where, as a bank clerk by day, Household also 
managed an existence as a young man of fashion and some style for four years. A love 
affair with Marina took him to Paris for weekends, but did not end in marriage; there was 
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a short stint as a banana salesman, in Spain, before he followed Marina to America, 
began to write- and publish- his short stories, and finally he persuaded Marina to 
share what was to be a "domesticity reluctantly endured" for both. They separated, 
as he became a representative of printer's inks, which took him travelling all over 
the world- with and without Marina, until the war ended the marriage but began his 
military career.

One need but read the title of this book to catch the tone of this work. 


For the reader to whom religion is still the embodiment of profound spiritual ex-

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this attempt to make everyone happy is not recommended. Not that the teachings of 
religion need conflict with those of psychoanalysis, but the highly pragmatic tone of 

the author -- his examples of priests wearing flowered shirts and talking sex as freely 
as any Hollywood producer- does little to throw valid light on either the nature of God 
or Freud. The time is ripe for a serious investigation, perhaps on a philosophical 
basis, of the reconciliation between these two approaches to emotional health. A recent 
book by an American Rabbi comes close to this on a popular level. But Leonard Gross' 
exigesis, lacking totally any sense either of spiritual or humanistic feeling, unwitting- 
ly demeans the subject he seeks to praise. Perhaps in another form, as an article for 

@ slick magazine, this material would serve, but in its present form it merely underlines 
the vital need for a richer and more respectful grasp of its subject, one uncontaminated 
by the notion that God is good because he gets, on a very pedestrian level, good results.

Lim, Janet World 
SOLD FOR SILVER $3.95 


This autobiography is a simple, moving account of a Chinese nurse during World 
War II. Janet Lim was born Chiu Mei (Autumn Beauty) in Hong Kong in 1923. Her father, 
a doctor, was a Roman Catholic and her mother was a Buddhist. When she was six, her 
father died and«her mother remarried and because her parents were nearly destitute she 
was sold as a slave in 1932 for two hundred and fifty dollars. Later in 1934 she was 
sent to the Church of England Zenana Mission School which was begun as a refuge for 
abandoned Chinese girls. She was baptized Janet in 1935 and in 1939 went to St. Andrews' 
Mission Hospital as a nurse-in-training. When Singapore was bombed on December 8, 1941, 
Janet and her friends joined the Indian Military Nursing Service which was being evacuated 
to India. Their ship was sunk and those who survived the bombing suffered incredibly, 
wounded and adrift. Near death, she was rescued and taken to Sumatra, then to Padang. 
After the Japanese invaded Padang, she was interned, fought constantly against rape 
assaults, was finally imprisoned for her attempted escapes. The simple faith which was 
sufficient for her mission school days grew meaningless for her and she often wished for 
her death, once attempted suicide. After the liberation she returned to Singapore and 
writes now, as Matron of St. Andrews' Mission Hospital, that "...I had experienced the 
bitterness and brutality of war yet my chief memory...was of the acts of kindness and 
sympathy I had received from both enemies and friends". (LC:59-5921)

The author of this true account of heroism and horror at sea in World War I, 
the radio operator of the British merchant ship Normandier, tells his story in the 
third person, but even this awkward approach does not dull the tale itself. When he 
joined the ship in January, 1917, the author was not yet 18; Normandier, old, dirty, 
bug-infested and far from safe, was in service only because of the toll of merchant 
ships taken by German U-boats. In August, 1918, after plodding from port to port 
across the world with a variety of cargoes, Normandier was in Dakar, a sweltering 
North African port swarming with mosquitoes, carriers of the deadly blackwater fever. 
Ordered to Canada in ballast she sailed with a few sick mén aboard; soon officers 
and crew were gying of the fever and others were disabled or delirious. In a violent 
storm in mid-Atlantic the engines failed because there were not enough able men in 
the ship tea,man them, but by incredible effort the author and first mate started a 
donkey-engine and sent an SOS which brought response and, days later, a thrilling, 
last-minute rescue in another storm. Not until the author, one of the few men still 
alive, saw the full lights of the first of the rescuing ships, USA Sherman, did the 
Normandier know the war was over. Too long, marred by a stilted style but fascinating 
in content, this book should appeal to all breeds of seamen and to nautically inclined 
landlubbers who enjoy tales of high adventure and hardship at sea.

Subtitled A Russian Princess Returns to the Soviet Union, this is a candid, 
sometimes poignant record. When World War I ended, Princess Zinaida was ten years 
old. She had been reared in an atmosphere of aristocratic benevolence, quiet pater- 
nalism, and would normally have expected her life to be uneventful. When her family 
was arrested her father was hiding in Moscow and she and her mother escaped to the 
Caucasus and from there, with other White Russian refugees, they fled to Belgium. 
Princess Zinaida went to school in Paris and there met and later married Swiatoslav 
de Malewsky-Malevitch in 1926. By the time of the second World War she had become 
a writer and was a correspondent in London while her husband was fighting in Flanders. 
In 1957 her husband was appointed to a diplomatic post in Moscow and she returned 
with him to a country she had left forty years earlier and whose people she could no 
longer recognize. Her report is a comprehensive one: the privileged class, which 
she found much more extensive in comparison with the same group of pre-revolutionary 
days; the world of letters; the theatre; the arts; the state and the church; the 
church and the people; the youth; the men at the top; the man in the street, at the 
film, the concert; the position of women. She found, in the churches, a tenacious 
persistence in an irrepressible faith, and among the young, a grim desire for know- 
ledge and an intense interest in the West. But politically, no one believes that a 
better future lies ahead.

* A strict and often stirring account of Colonel Buckmaster's Special Operations 
organization of undercover agents and saboteurs which began as a rather vague assignment- 
to secure information about occupied France- and developed into a highly efficient net- 
work in ultimate collaboration with the Resistance. With the help of a handbook, Buck- 
master isolated the nerve-centres of enemy industrial strength in France, went on to 
recruit his men; and the methods of screening, grooming (even eliminating such telltale 
giveaways as dental fillings- the French used gold, the English silver) and transmission, 
are recorded- all very thorough procedures in a chancy game which left little to chance 
when possible. Actual accounts of the missions of particular men- and an occasional 
woman- make up most of the dossier here; of Harry Morgan whose arrest coincided with 
acute appendicitis; of Michel who trucked many explosives into Lille; of Harry Ree who 
persuaded a French industrialist to permit his factory to be dynamited; of Roger Landes, 
who lost two section heads and many men to an inside informer, etc., etc. Engaged in a 
service where there was great risk and little recognition, these men- many of them who 
died- still provide an exciting account of intelligence in action. Well above average 
in a crowded field.

Kinkead, Eugene Norton 
IN EVERY WAR BUT ONE $3.75 


* Based on an article which appeared some times ago in The New Yorker, this is a 
clear-eyed examination of one of the most puzzling- and disturbing- phenomena of our 
time, the breakdown of morale and wholesale collaboration with the captors by American 
prisoners during the Korean war. For in every war- except this one- the conduct of our 
servicemen, enduring far greater suffering than they did in enemy camps in Korea, was 
irreproachable. The story of what happened, and why, is not only a demonstration of 
Soviet Russia's "total psychological weapon" in action, but also a "haunting and ines- 
capable challenge to every American". Kinkead, with the Army's cooperation, had access 
to the data which he has correlated and evaluated here, and through this evidence as 
well as the direct interviewing of a number of Army officials has been able to present 
the facts- and some of the answers. Some of the most fascinating material is on the 
use of indoctrination (repetition, harassment and humiliation) and its twin, interrogation 
(coercion as against actual torture)- its success attested by the single statistic that 
more than 13% were guilty of serious collaboration, rebutted by the fact that those who 
resisted from the beginning were left alone from then on. This examines as well the 
dossiers of those repatriated and the extensive psychiatric testing which followed; the 
treason trials- of only the most definite and flagrant cases- which occasioned so much 
unfavorable criticism; the categorizing of the collaborators; the physical aspects of the 
imprisonment they endured; the ethical and moral considerations. Not as censure, but as a 
rationale of why discipline sagged- there is one Army man's criticism of the "new soft- 
ness" which prevails today- right from the top on down.... Level and factual, firm but 
non-judgmental, this is a fine piece of reporting with implications far greater than the 
immediate area of inquiry.

One major aspect of German's story in World War II has been left half-told. 
We have had apologias from those most closely associated with the regime of Hitler, with 
the Army, the Navy, the Submarine force and the Air force. This is something different- 
and a story that needed to be told. Carl Goerdeler from his mayoralty days, culminating 
in Leipzig, to his death as a traitor at the hands of the Nazi government almost in its

efforts to overthrow the stranglehold of tyranny. Goerdeler was a prime insti- 
gator; that he did not advocate assassination weakened his position towards the end 

e when the Army saw it as the only way. The origins of opposition and resistance in 
the political left, the churches, the middle class, the army provide the first third 
of the text. The steps from the Czech crisis to the outbreak of war are closely 
ftraced. Goerdeler's ambitious and detailed plans for the future of Germany in 
Europe seemed improbable then, but many of the details are now accepted. The dis- 
solution of the unity of the resistance stems from two sources, Prof. Ritter points 
out:- the unabashed efforts of the Soviet to maintain a Communist Resistance which 
was actually a betrayal of the whole of Germany; and the determination of the Allies 
to seek “unconditional surrender", which split the legitimate resistance movement 
wide open. Possibly the measure of the author's success in maintaining objectivity 
will be the measure of the failure of the book to win popular acceptance. It is 
heavily Teutonic in style and demands intensive concentration. But it remains a 
major contribution to historical biography.

In 1896 Morris' Kelmscott Press, which was revolutionizing the field of typo- 
graphy in England, brought out a limited edition of the complete works of Chaucer. 
Today it is one of the most sought after volumes in the history of book-making. Now 
World Publishing Company, as part of an ambitious program of making available treasures 
in books for today's readers, are publishing this facsimile - slightly reduced in size, 
of the original, with the original Skeat version of the Ellesmere text, with the 87 wood- 
cuts by Edward Burne-Jones, and the borders, decorations and initials which Morris himself 
drew for the original edition. John T. Winterich has provided an explanatory biographical 
introduction, and there is a glossary of Chaucerian words which makes his Middle English 
comprehensible for the modern reader. To these readers, in the main, only The Canterbury 
Tales are familiar. But included here are Chaucer's Troilus and Criseyde, The Parlement 
of Fowles, The House of Fame, etc. - further evidence of the timelessness of his insight, 
his observation, his humor, his graceful style....A de luxe gift book this, for the 
bibliophile and collector; and a book that libraries will want for their shelves.
